Frankfort, Ky., December 8.— Re- 
ports from counties showing the num- 
ber of pounds of tobacco of the 1918 
crop sold In warehouses during the 
present year and the price obtained 
for same are being filed with Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Cohen. 

Fayette county heeds the list with 
66,579,290 pounds which sold for $21,- 
763,000. In Jefferson county 36,071,669 
pounds were sold on warehouse floors 
for $8,716,408.48. Mason county comes 
next, 29,847,246 pounds having been 
sold for $9,699,268.68. 

It will be seen from this report that 
In the number of pounds sold Mays- 
vllle In 1918-19 season was the third 
market In the state of Kentucky but 
It should be noticed that while Jeffer- 
son county sold more tobacco than 
Mason during last season, the tobacco 
sold higher on the Maysvllle market 
and tho amount of money the tobacco 
brought makeB Maysvllle the second 
market In the state. While Louisville 
Bold about five million more pounds 
of tobacco than Maysvllle our tobacco 
brought about a million dollars more 
than the Louisville market.
